The general good health and 
sanitary conditions of Richmond, 
as evidenced in the monthly re- 
prots of Dr. C. R. Blake, Comis- 
| sioner of Health, durimg 1925, and 
the three years just previous to 
this, are among the city’s fore- 
most prides. 


Curbing disease by mainiaining 
conditions to prevent its inception 
and spread is the principal work 
of the city health department, ac- 
cording to Dr. Blake. A staff of 
| health officers are. working at all 
times along this line. Dr. Blake 
handles all contagious diseases, 
|quarantining the dangerous ones 
and giving quarantine instructions 
to the milder cases.

The high stand- 
ard at which the supply of milk 
for Richmond is kept is evinced 
by Dr. Root's report and the let- 
ters ffom the state board declar 
ing that the milk of Richmond is 
of the purest in the state 
Laboratory experiments conduct- 
ed at the health department, 
show the purity of the city’s 
milk. Pr. Root reports that he is 
receiving the best. of cooperation 
from the milk dealers in the 
work of keeping the supply of 
milk and cream sanitary.

During the vear of 5 in Rich 
mond the death rate his been 
only approximately one-third of 
the birth rate To date there have 
been 374 births and 129 deaths 
Of the persons who died 19 were 
accidentally killed and 2 were 
suidides. 

Out of the entire number - of 


ueaths only 14 have been of babies 
under one year Of age This 
small number is remarkabie When 
it is considered that throughout 
the country the greatest number 
of deaths are among children be- 
low the age of one year. The pur- 
ity of the city's milk is largely 
credited with this record. Intes- 
tinal maladies are usually the re- 
sult of bad milk, Dr. Blake de- 
clared, and this trouble took only 
2 babies in Richmond.

The coverd portion will 
be 42 1-2 fet in width and the 
open portion 75 feet in width. 
In. the original plans for the 
structure no provision was made 
for the shed as it was expected 
that only non-pershable goods 
such as iron’ and lumber, would 
be handled.

Work will be started this week 
in driving piles across the filled 
section: from Dock avenue to the 
wharf. This section is soft on 
account of the soft dredged mud 
being piled on the slightly harder 
mud that was originally in the 
basin, thus necessitating either | 
rock fill or piles. It is planned 
to use piling for the tracks and 
rock fill for the highway.

Commenting’ on the practic. 
side of enrolling aliens in the 
United States, Secretary of Labor 
James J. Davis, “f do not 
recommend elab te and coctly 
machinery to accomplish enre | 
ment. I do not propose 2 plan 
which would further burcen the 
taxpayers of the country. I do 
not propose the creation of any 


new bureau in any of the Govern- | 


ment establishments. What I rec 
om:nend is that on a specifie day 
{or days) designated, all aliens 
be required to enroll at a piace 
and with an ofifcer resignated by 
the Naturalization direetor in. the 
city or district in which the aHen 
resides. The secretary of labor 


upon the recommendation of the 
commissioner of naturalization, 
should be authorized to designate 
lIeeal registrars for the purpose. 
using where availab’e the facili- 
ties of clerks of courts, pOst-mas- 
ters, and shools. Upon enrollment 
each alien would be required to 
pay a smail fee, in return for 
which he would receive-.a regis- 
‘ration card (made out in dupli- 
sate, ane copy being kept in the 
naturalization files) and he would 
be directed to a compenent source 
of training. Directly the Govern- 
ment should not conduct the 
course contemplated, but should 
approve the activities of the many 
he'pful agencies now engaged in 
Ameéricanization work whose ef- 
forts are ‘necessarily confined by 
lack of centralized supervision. 

“The record from year to year 
(being transferred from one ‘city 
to another whenever that be- 
ecomes necessary) wOuld greatly 
facilitate action upon the petition 
of the alien for citizenship. It 
should be accepted as prima facie 
evidence of the residence’ require 
ments now so difficult for many 
aliens to prove because of inabil- 
ity to obtain the testimony of 
persons who have known the aj- 
nlicant ‘fOr the prescribed periods 
of time. 

“In usking the alien to enroll 
I propose nothing radical @r- rev- 
olutionary. Enro'lment . is: *hased 
npon a principle which has dways 
been recognized in our American 
nolitical scheme of things. Every 
American citizen ‘must register 
to qualify himself for exercizing 
the right to vote. Practically 
every State in the Union provides 
for the compulsory education of 
children, both native born and 
alien. We insist that the alien 
child must learn to know Amer- 
ican ways, but we leave that 
child’s parents to struggle for 
what knowledge of their new land 
they can pick up among. their 
neighbors, who in almost all cases 
are aliens thernselves, unfamiliar 
with the land of their adoption,

United States,-are to be saved from 
the fate that has befallen so many 
of. them—girls of twelve ycars 
traded to Chinamen for pigs, girls 
of eleven found blinded by disease, 
girls locked in chicken-coops, ver- 
min covered, because they would 
not accede to the demands of 
their assumed native masters, boys 
practically in slavery at the lowest 
drudgery. Though giving freely to 
the extent of $20,000 and more an- 
nually, big-hearted Americans in 
thé Islands have been enabled to 
care for but 145 of this number.

Widespread approval has grect- | 


ed the recent announcement 
the Postmaster General that 
there will be no mail deliveries 
on Christmas Day. « 

Almost without exception the 
American public .has agreed with 
the inherent justice of the rul- 
ing which gives to the army of 
Postal employees some of the 
holiday privileges enfbyed. by 
others, but so !ong denied them 

Of course the ruling applies 
only to the coming Christmas, 
being in the nature of an ex- 
periment, the success or failure 
of which will determine the pro- 
cedure next year. 

The Postmaster General 
enabled to take the course he 
did as a result of the success 
of. the early mailing compaign 
conducted in past years through 
the press and the “imovies”. and 
over the’ radio, which had the 
effect of moving the peak of 
holiday mailing baek far enough 
to justify the experiment. 

Officials of the Department 
who are watching the experi- 
ment closely have the utmost 
confidence that it will go 
through without a hitch and 
that Christmas’ Day of the fu-

For the first ten 
feet the water will be 2 feet deep, 
the next 125 feet will vary <in 
depthm from 3 feet to 5 1-4 feet 
and the remainder will be ef a 
depth of 9. feet, 

To conform with the rules of the 
A. A. U., which speciify that a race 
course must not fall below a 
minimum depth of three feet, the 
original plans were changed At 
present there is a full fifty yard 
course for racing, 

At the shallow end a wading 
tank 25 by 30 feet in size has been 


built for small children. The 
water in this section will be from 
2 to 3 feet in depth. 

Tile has been placed from the 
upper edge of the tank to the 
narrow shelf four feet below. The 
deck will also be of tile while 
the floor of the tank will be of 
concrete coated with waterproof 
* paint. 

Men's and women's dressing 
rooms have been built on each 
side of the building, and will ac- 
comodate 180 swimmers. Above is 
a baleony for. spectators that .has 
been constructed in such a way 


that as demands warrant the move 
it can be partitioned off into more 
dressing rooms, On the north end 
of the structure another balcony, 
u band stand, a ladies rest room, 
and hair drying rooms have been 
built. 

The water to be used in the 
tank will be piped from Municipal 
wharf No. 1. Six thousand feet 
of six inch pipe have ben laid. A 
filter system, costing in ithe 
neighborhood of $10,600 has been 
installed and is of the most 
modern type. It_has a capacity to 
filter about 1000° gallons of water 
per minute and as the tank will 
hold approximately 365,000 gallons 
a complete change of water will 


be effécted every six hours. After 
the water leaves th filteration 
plant it goes to the tank and 


after circulating it returns to the 
filter once more, 

Accordng to-City 
Hoffman, Hansen, and others con’ 
nected with the building of the 
bathouse, the tank is even larger 
than that of the famous Piedmont 
baths and is one of the finest, 
most complete, most sanitary, and 
most beautiful natitorium west of 
the Rockey Mountains.

The making of lead-covered cable 
for the nation’s telephone system 
is a highly important job, and one 
that must go on continuously so 
that telephone development wil! 
not be interrupted. Last year 
alone, enough copper wire to reach 
to the moon and back twenty-five 
times was manufactured into: lead- 
covered cable by the Western 
Electric Company which has a 
great factory at Chicago and an- 
other one at Kearney, N. J., near 
New York, where cable is made. 

“The first and one of the most 
ingenious processes is that of in- 
sulating copper wire with paper. 
This is done by insulating ma- 
chines which wrap a paper tape 
around the wire in tlfe form of a 
continuous helix, overlapping at 
the edges. These machines put on 
about 2,400 wraps or turns in a 
minute. Each wire must be cov- 
ered with paper throughout its en- 
tire length so that it cannot touch 
any other’ wire in the cable. Li
